Permit me to offer a few words 
of advice to help you young people receive the greatest benefit from this oc¬ 
casion. 

Youth, be wise! Order your lives by the highest ideals, but withhold public 
criticism of the church. Mistakes were made in the past, but it is not becom¬ 
ing for youth to dwell on these. That is the privilege of the older generation 
who were engaged in the strife, and who shared the responsibility for existing 
conditions. Be observant! Learn by the experiences of others! 

Youth, join with the church in giving praise and honor to God for the 
many blessings He bestowed during the past century! Among other issues, 
the M.B. Church was permitted to bring back into focus the experiential side 
of Christianity, regeneration, assurance of salvation, the living presence of 
Christ in the heart of the believer, and the significance of prayer. In addition 
to that may I call attention to the sound biblicism that prevailed, to the exer¬ 
cising of church discipline, to the manifest determination of keeping the church 
in readiness for the coming of the Lord. Join us in expressing our heartfelt 
gratitude and praise to God for these benefits. 

Youth, do not accept your doctrinal statements upon the strength of the 
church’s authority, but, by diligent deliberation and study of Scripture strive to 
re-discover their soundness. Only through forming a personal conviction can 
you be established. 

Youth, endeavor to discover the ideal Mennonite Brethren personality, the 
kind of person the member of your church knows he ought to be according to 
Scripture! What changes has our ideal undergone, and to what extent does our 
life reflect our ideal? Unless you keep this ideal before your mental eye, you 
will soon find yourself accepting for your own the standards of fellow church- 
members. Therefore discover the ideal, cultivate it, and live up to it to the best 
of your ability. 

Youth, acquaint yourself with the reputation your church enjoyed in the 
past. Find out what impact the M.B. Church has had upon society in the past 
decades, and decide whether it can afford to continue in the present trend. 
See to what extent the church has lived up to the admonition of Paul, “Walk 
in wisdom toward them that are without.’’ Col. 4:5. 

Youth of our church, participate in the commemoration of the Church’s 
anniversary with open eyes, with a heart full of love toward the brethren, and 
with a mind determined "to guide our church according to God’s Word, when, 
by God’s appointment, you should be called to the helm of the ship.

In his poem “Flanders Fields”, John McCrae has given us a challenge 
which could be aptly applied to us as M.B. Youth in our centennial year. 
“Take up the quarrel with the foe, 

To you from failing hands we throw 
The torch; Be yours to hold it high.’’ 


This is also the voice of our fathers, who have heroically carried the torch 
for the past one hundred years. This torch was their unshakeable faith in Christ 
and the Word of God, and their exemplary life *according to the principles laid 
down in Scripture. 

In this year, 1960, we as youth must reorientate ourselves regarding our 
stand to the brotherhood and to the cause for which they lived and died. Before 
we glibly accept the torch from them, let us seriously consider what it symbo¬ 
lized. 

To our forefathers, it was first of all, A Torch of Separation. The founders 
of the M.B. Church believed and acted upon the words of Paul in II Cor. 6:17 
—-“Wherefore, come out from among them, and be ye separate, saith the Lord.” 
Today we have become so integrated in modern society that we have lost, to 
a great extent, the significance of the Biblical teaching regarding separation. 
In our day, we as Christian young people have a definite role to play “in the 
world” as witnesses, but we must not be “of the world” in our outlook, our 
aspirations and motivations. Those outside of Christ will only be drawn to Him 
when they perceive that “we have been with Jesus.” 

It was also A Torch of Sacrifice for many in our brotherhood. Christ said 
we must be willing to leave home, friends, loved ones, yes, all that we have, in 
order to be his disciples. (Luke 14:33). Many brethren in the faith have had to 
suffer for the sake of the gospel and the church. We are living in days of pros¬ 
perity and freedom and have yet to learn to sacrifice for the Kingdom of God. 
Let us consider it a privilege, not a privation, to give our time, our talents and 
our tithes to spread the faith of our fathers at home and abroad. 

Lastly, it constituted for them A Torch of Service for God and their fel- 
lowmen. The principle of love motivated our early brethren to witness to their 
ungodly neighbours in word and deed. This witness has been extended by our 
conference to the far-flung corners of the globe. The opportunities for service 
in our day are unlimited. Our churches need dedicated workers in every phase 
of educational and evangelistic endeavour. The world is desperately in need 
of consecrated young people who proclaim a message of hope and who serve 
others “in the name of Christ”. 

Are we ready to “hold high the torch” and to carry it forward in our gener¬ 
ation? We can only do so as we submit ourselves to our Master, Christ himself, 
who inspired and guided our fathers in the past.

Follow Thou Me! 
(John 21:22) 


In these words of Christ to Peter we have the Master’s final call to uncon¬ 
ditional discipleship. This challenge constitutes a concentration into one burning 
utterance of all that is meant by the Christian life. It would appear that the 
Lord gathered all the rules of conduct which were involved in his previous 
discourses into one word, when he laid upon the man who should be a fisher 
of men and a shepherd of the flock the comprehensive duty: Follow thou me! 
Our Lord’s wonderful instruction and training of his students finds its consum¬ 
mation and culmination in this call to unreserved obedience and discipleship. 

This word of our Master we would like to leave with you, dear students, 
as you leave the halls of our College for the various fields of service at home 
or abroad. But this is also the challenge that comes to us as a brotherhood in 
this centennial year of our history. At the time of the founding of our Church 
there was a wholehearted response to the Saviour’s call to discipleship. Now, 
after one hundred years of growth and expansion, we again hear the Master’s 
call. “You must keep on following me.” (Williams Translation). 

What are the implications of this call to unconditional discipleship? Accord¬ 
ing to the context, in which these words were spoken, it means to follow Christ 
regardless of consequences. Our Lord makes it very clear that discipleship 
implies the surrender of personal freedom and even the sacrifice of life. Dietrich 
Bonhoeffer had grasped this great truth of the cost of discipleship. Years before 
his martyrdom he wrote: “When Christ calls a man, he bids him come and die.” 
But this call also implies following Christ regardless of the prerogatives of 
others. We are all inclined to ask with Peter, “Lord, and what shall this man 
do?” when we observe the privileged position and pathway of fellow-disciples. 
The Lord’s answer is simple and final: Follow thou me! 

Our College is dedicated to the task of training Christian young people for 
service through discipleship. The call to service is a call to preparation. Through 
the medium of this yearbook the students and staff of the College extend to 
you a cordial invitation to either join our ranks for training in discipleship or 
8 to share with us the spiritual as well as the material burdens of this ministry.

Aid Association. By joining it, students contribute to the welfare of each other. 
Membership is voluntary and the subscription fees furnish a trust fund. The 
aim of the association is to promote good health among the students, to provide 
first aid facilities, and to assist in the financial settlement of the medical 
expenses of its members.

In 1668 the Nonsuch, a fifty ton ketch 
sailed from London to Hudson Bay carrying 
a cargo of trade goods. The fate of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company, and indeed, of 
western and northern Canada depended on 
the success of her voyage, for Croseilliers 
and Radisson had described to King Charles 
the wealth of furs found in the New 
World, but the existence and accessibility 
of this wealth had to be established. The 
valuable returning cargo was hailed with 
joy and the company of court Gallants who 
backed the adventure was incorporated, on 
May 2nd. 1670, as “The Governor and 
Company of Adventurers of England trading 
into Hudson Bay.”
